Sweater Shipments 


In January Down 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
Weekly average shipments of 
men’s sweaters in January of 
this year declined 12 per cent 
from December of last year and 
27 per cent from January of last 
year. Some 22,000 dozen were 
shipped on an average weekly 
basis in January of this year, 
compared to 25,000 dozen the 
preceding month and 30,000 
dozen in January of last year. 

Shipments of women’s and 
misses’ sweaters were reported 
down 34 per cent in January of 
this year from December 1960 
and ten per cent from last Jan- 
uary 1959. In January of this 
year 290,000 dozen were ship- 
ped, compared to 437,000 
dozen in December 1960 and 
323,000 dozen in January of 
last year.

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Orlon Yarns For Double Jersey Fabrics 


By “CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 
MUSHROOMING volume in double jersey knitted dresses has 
prompted a number of yarn spinners to develop special Type 42 
Orlon yarns for these garments. Up to now, wool and, to a somewhat 
lesser extent, cotton, have been the principal raw materials for 
these knit costumes. Cotton has been largely used in lightweight 


knitted dresses for summertime 
wear while wool has been the 
basis of most of the fall, winter 
and spring double knit outfits. 
To date, much more wool has 
been consumed in these gar- 
ments than cotton. 

Although knitter response so 
far to the new Orlon yarns has 
been limited, it is expected that 
trade interest in them will grow 
as spinners step up their selling 
activity and as the technology 
for handling the yarns becomes 
better known. Several major in- 
tegrated dress knitters and knit 
yardgoods manufacturers are 
understood to be _ evaluating 
them for possible use in next 
fall’s lines. 

The double jersey yarns come 
in three different variations: 

e Yarns consisting wholly of 
the Type 42 DuPont acrylic. 

e Blend yarns in which the 
acrylic fiber is combined with 
wool on an 80/20 basis. 

e Blends of Orlon and cotton 
in an 80/20 proportion. 

These yarns are not the same 
as the Type 42 Orlon yarns 
presently being used in the man- 
ufacture of conventional jersey 
(single needle) dress and suiting 
fabrics. The DuPont acrylic 
component of the latter usually 
consists of a combination of 
4.5-denier high shrinkage fiber 
and 3-denier low shrinkage fi- 
ber. In the double jersey Orlon 
yarns the high shrinkage fiber 
has been eliminated. However, 
the yarns predominantly remain 
a blend of 4.5 and 3-denier 
normal shrinkage fiber, although 
in some cases, they may be 
produced entirely from 4.5 low 
shrinkage fiber. 


Yarn Processing 

Processing of the fully re- 
laxed 100 percent Orlon or 
80/20 Orlon and wool blend 
yarns is carried out on either 
the Turbo tow-to-top system 
or the Pacific Converter. Most 
spinners appear to favor the 
Turbo route. After emergence 
from the Turbo stapler, the 
Orlon sliver is relaxed in the 
fiber setter. If it is to be 


blended with wool, it is then 
intimately combined with the na- 
tural fiber in the initial blending 
operations. In spinning, the 
yarns are held together with a 
somewhat higher twist than the 
high-bulk 100 percent Orlon 
and 80/20 Orlon and wool 
yarns used in single needle jer- 
sey fabrics. 

Sizes into which the yarns 
are being processed are of 
course in the fine count range, 
extending from 1/26s w.c. to 
1/36s w.c. for use in knitting 
machines in cuts of from 16 x 16 
needles per inch to 20 x 20 nee- 
dles per inch in dial and cylinder. 

Knitting proceeds from dyed 
rather than undyed yarn. Grey 
yarn is appropriate for single 
needle jersey fabrics which are 
generally dyed in the piece. But 
the piece dyeing path is not rec- 
ommended for double jersey 
fabrics. 

Dyeing Routes 

Either the package or tow/top 
dyeing methods may be used for 
coloring 100 percent Orlon or 
80/20 Orlon and wool relaxed 
yarns for double jerseys. Some 
claim has been made that greater 
yarn uniformity and color level- 
ness is obtained via the latter 
alternative, which involves dye- 
ing the Orlon component in 
tow form and the wool in top 
form and then blending the two. 
However, there is no reason why 
satisfactorily dyed yarns should 
not emerge from package dyeing 
equipment. 

No knitting problems are an- 
ticipated with the new Orlon 
yarns. Preliminary mill try-outs 
and tests conducted in the knit- 
ing room at the DuPont Co.’s 
Chestnut Run laboratory indi- 
cate that virtually the same pre- 
cautions must be exercised in 
running these yarns on double 
jersey machines as are heeded 
in knitting 100 percent worsted- 
wool yarns. Actually, knitters 
are advised to start with practic- 
ally the same settings as they 
employ in knitting the wool 
yarns and make the necessary 


adjustments in accordance with 
the knitting quality, type of 
hand and fabric compactness 
desired. 

Initial test fabrics of 100 per- 
cent relaxed Orlon and 80/20 
regular shrinkage Orlon and 
wool have been produced in 14 
and 15 ounce weights in 60 inch 
widths. The fabrics were knitted 
mostly in the double pique stitch, 
although some also have been 
turned out in double jersey jac- 
quard patterns. 

Orlon/Cotton Yarns 

Double jersey yarns of 80 
percent Orlon and 20 percent 
cotton are processed on cotton 
system equipment from either 
4.5 denier Orlon or a blend of 
4.5 and 3-denier DuPont acrylic 
fiber with a good grade of 1-3 /8- 
inch combed cotton. As in the 
case of the Orlon and wool com- 
bination, the acrylic fiber com- 
ponent in this blend is fully 
relaxed; no high shrinkage fiber 
is used. The yarns are spun in 
sizes of about 20/1 c.c. having 
16 turns per inch Z twist. Knit- 
ting is done from packaged 
dyed yarns. 

In addition to the spun yarns 
of Orlon, opportunities are also 
seen for use of Orlon Cantrece 
in the double knit dress field. 
With package dyed yarns of 
Orlon Cantrece now available, 
it is felt that a major obstacle to 
the use of the textured filament 
yarn in double jersey has been 
hurdled. Use of dyed Orlon 
Cantrece yarns means that the 
extensive post-knitting finishing 
operations, such as relaxation, 
tumble drying, etc., can be 
skirted. If dyed yarn is used, all 
that is required after knitting is 
steam-calendering of the cloth to 
achieve the requisite scroopy or 
dry hand. 

Double jersey fabrics pro- 
duced from the 100 percent re- 
laxed Orlon yarns and, 80/20 
low shrinkage Orlon-wool and 
Orlon-cotton yarns can be man- 
ufactured more economically 
than comparable wool fabrics, 
since the yarns are somewhat 
less expensive. One 100 percent 
Orlon yarn for double jersey 
presently on the market, for ex- 
ample, is quoted at a price 
roughly 25 cents a pound less 
than a comparable all-wool yarn.

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Queens Introduces New Course Cut V-Bed Flat Machine 


NEW 24 and 3 cut versions of its Model B fully automatic counter drum chain. These links 
single system V-bed machine have recently been developed by 
Queens Machine Corporation, Brooklyn. Model B had previously 
been available only in 4 to 12 cut inclusive. The new unit, which 
is designed for the production of coarse gauge rib trims: and rib 


bulky sweater blanks will be 
exhibited at the forthcoming 
Knitting Arts Exhibition in At- 
lantic City. 

The 242 and 3 cut models re- 
tain all the desirable features of 
other Model B units. The ma- 
chines have high and low butt 
needle set-up as well as high 
and low butt push jack arrange- 
ment on both needlebeds. This 
feature, it is claimed, more than 
doubles the patterning possibil- 
ities over a plain V-bed machine 
with no push jacks. Racking of 
the front needlebed over a max- 
imum of three needles in either 
direction at one needle space 
per course is provided. 

Four individual stitch settings 
have been retained for broadest 
stitch versatility. The machine 
has four yarn carrier bars per- 
mitting three colors or types of 
yarn to be employed in each 
garment section in addition to 
the usual separating thread. Ad- 
ditional colors can be engaged 
by use of accessory “combina- 
tion” yarn carrier boxes. 

Because of the much larger 
carriage or knitting head on the 
2% or 3 cut machines, the lift 
cams which control the settings 
of the knitting cams are larger 
than found on the finer cut unit. 
Each knitting cam has its own 
individual lift cam cut for high 
and low butt position. All are 
easily accessible from the top of 
the carriage and adjustable in 
relation to each other so that 
need for special lift cams is 
virtually eliminated. The four 
Stitch setting bars and lift cams 
are plainly visible in the close 
up photograph of the carriage. 

To permit higher knitting 
speeds and greater stitch uni- 
formity when knitting the high 
bulk yarns for which the ma- 
chines are primarily intended, 
the leadine (unused) stitch cam 
constan!'y and automatically 
raised upward for each knitting 
Course. The entire carriage or 
knitting head is mounted on 
anti-friction needle bearing roll- 
ers. In accition, it is engaged 
im the vays by Teflon or 


porous bronze lined tongues. 
The pattern control mecha- 
nism is operated by long life 
steel chain links, a system 
employed on all machines man- 
ufactured by Queens. Dual pat- 
tern chain drums permit max- 
imum use of the “short chain” 
system. Adjustments in the 
lengths of knitted garment sec- 
tions are easily made by adding 
or removing links from the 


slip apart and no tools are re- 
quired for this purpose. 

Twelve ends of fully pro- 
tected electrical stop motions 
are standard equipment, as on 
all Model B machines. On the 
2% and 3 cut models, optional 
mountings provide for either 
machine top installation or six 
on each extreme end of the 
machine. Queens is also offering 
all machines equipped with 
Wesco stop motions at slight 
additional cost. 

The positive action fabric 
take-up system has now been 
made standard equipment on all

Queens V-bed machines. The 
main take-up roller is covered 
with a special high traction rub- 
ber belting, a development of 
U.S. Rubber Co. It is supported 
by anti-friction ball bearings. 
Individual pressure rollers are 
made of stainless steel tubing 
which is extremely strong and 
easy to keep clean. Each pair 
of pressure rollers is also ball 
bearing equipped and mounted 
in a swivel bracket so that fab- 
ric bulk does not effect take-up 
action. Pressure exerted by each 
pair of the pressure rollers is 
individually adjustable by a 
hand-wheel. Individual pairs of 
pressure rollers are easily re- 
moved if not needed to avoid 
wear on the traction roller. This 
combination provides the fault- 
less fabric take-up so important 
to all flat bed knitting machines 
for uniform, defect-free knitting. 

While all other cuts of the 
Queens Model B machine are 
available with 60, 61, 72 and 
73 inch needlebed widths, the 
2% and 3 cut units are being 
offered in 66, 68, 72 and 74 
inch widths.

more modification procedures 
which in many cases drastically 
change its appearance and char- 
acteristics. For example, a 
standard of 40 denier nylon 
may be converted through suit- 
able processing into a stretch 
or bulk yarn. It may be spaced 
dyed or immunized against hav- 
ing affinity for certain classes of 
dyestuffs. It may be twisted with 
other yarns to produce a fancy 
material. The standard yarn 
may indeed undergo many trans- 
mutations which become more 
and more numerous with the 
advances in processing tech- 
nology. 

There are several ways avail- 
able for modifying a given type 
of yarn. One may broadly sub- 
divide them into two principal 
groups: (1) Modification in the 
course of yarn manufacture and 
(2) modification after the yarn 
has been spun into its regular 
form. 

MODIFICATION THE 
Course OF YARN MANUFAC- 
TURE—The best known exam- 
ple is provided here by so-called 
thick and thin yarns featured 
by periodic slubs, flakes, slugs, 
etc, spaced uniformly or at 
random along the strand of fila- 
ments. Such yarns are spun of 
either rayon or acetate. Thick 
and thin rayon strands are 
lormed by varying the rate at 
which the viscose solution is 
supplied by the metering pump 
to the spinneret (60). Acetate 
thick and thin yarns are made 
along similar lines. 

These yarns are used to a 
moderate degree in warp knit- 
ling for introduction of novelty 
effects. They may be utilized 
both on knitted-in (Photo 1) or 
laid-in basis, although the lat- 
ter will accommodate a consid- 
erably heavier denier. 

On inlay work, the limit of 
yarn denier is set by the rela- 
tive size of slub or flake and 
guide hole. ¢ bviously, too bulky 
4 slub will not pass through the

IN the previous articles we discussed the diverse continuous 
filament yarns, their properties, performance and application from 
the standpoint of warp knitting. Now, we shall consider these 
materials in modified form such as produced by chemical, mechani- 
cal or throwing processes. Almost any yarn lends itself to one or 


hole. For this reason, coarse 
denier yarn employed on Ra- 
schel machines is fed into spe- 
cial guide tubes which are more 
suitable for this purpose. 

There is a large variety of 
thick and thin yarns presently 
manufactured. For example, we 
shall quote specifications of a 
group of thick and thin yarns 
currently available on the mar- 
ket from one manufacturer 
(61). 

Base denier (thin portion )— 
24-%4 nominal yarn denier. 

Slub denier (thick portion) 
-~—3-1.5 nominal yarn denier. 

Slub length—18 inch-1 inch. 

Slub spacing — 16 inch-1.5 
inch. 

Shape, spacing and density of 
the slubs will determine, along 
with the bar threading, their 
contribution to bulk, appear- 
ance and texture of the fabric. 
Another instance of modifica- 


tion in the process of manufac- 
ture is furnished by the extru- 
sion of filaments to various cross 
sectional shapes, vastly different 
from those made 


for standard 


yarns. Thus, instead of produc- 
ing filaments of, say, round 
cross-section, the spinneret ori- 
lices are so formed as to pro- 
duce a host of geometric or 
other shapes, each one resulting 
in material of modified proper- 
ties. These, when transposed 
into a fabric, will affect such 
characteristics as hand, drape, 
warmth and luster. The influ- 
ence of filament cross-section 
on fabric features has already 
been explained in the foregoing 
articles of the series. 

Another type of yarn of con- 
siderable interest to warp knit- 
ters is the so-called marl, also 
known as mock - grandrelle. 
Marl is obtained by combining 
upon extrusion white and dope- 
dyed filaments. The presence of 
white breaks up continuity of 
the color, creating a pleasing ef- 
fect. Proportion of the white to 
color filaments may be varied 
at will. Thus, marl may be as- 
sembled with a ratio of 1:4, 1:2, 
2:3, etc., of white filaments to 
color and vice versa. After con- 
verting the yarn into fabric, the 
white component may be over- 
dyed in the piece to any color. 

Marl yarns should be attrac- 
tive to knitters, since they com- 
bine the ease of handling and 
economic advantage of single 
strand material. Under normal 
circumstances, two individual

yarn strands would have to be 
plied together in order to pro- 
duce the same effect. This, of 
course, would increase the cost 
in addition to multiplying the 
warping and knitting problems. 
Doubled yarns generally pose 
problems not, as a rule, encoun- 
tered in handling of singles. 

Before leaving this class of 
modified materials, mention 
should be made of the artificial 
straw yarns occasionally used 
by Raschel knitters for manu- 
facture of millinery and hand- 
bag trim or cloths, theatrical 
urticles and novelties (67). The 
straw is created by welding sev- 
eral individual acetate strands 
by means of a solvent. As the 
strands are made to coalesce 
under the influence of the sol- 
vent, they are pressed to trans- 
form the entire bundle into a 
uniform, flat ribbon resembling 
in appearance and behavior the 
genuine straw. The material is 
usually waterproof and avail- 
able in full range of dope dyed 
colors. 

MODIFICATION FOLLOWING 
rHE YARN MANUFACTURE — 
The greatest proportion, by far, 
of modified yarns used in warp 
knitting belong to this class. 
The yarn may be modified on 
a chemical basis by the process 
of space dyeing, space saponify- 
ing, immunizing, coating, latent 
crimping or mechanical basis 
through the use of bulking, tex- 
turing, abrading, fancy doubling 
and many other methods. 

Space Dyed Yarns—Strictly 
speaking, space dyeing does not 
really modify the yarn itself, 
except for its color. However, 
for convenience sake, we shall 
include it in our study of modi- 
fied materials. 

Space dyed yarns are used 
occasionally in both tricot and 
Raschel knitting for develop- 
ment of novelty effects. Photo 2 
portrays a 28 gauge tricot out- 
erwear fabric made with space 
dyed yarn. This class of yarns 
may be used to introduce un- 
usual color effects simply by 
threading them in appropriate 
guides depending whether the 
design is to be an all over, stripe 
or figure type.

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The designation “space dyed” 
is due to the yarn being inter- 
mittently colored in regular or 
random intervals or spaces (62). 
The repeat of coloring can ex- 
tend from 's inch up to 24 
inches. As many as six shades 
may be put in combination with 
or without white in between 
them. The length occupied by 
each color and its sequence may 
be varied at will. The yarns are 
also available in resist colors on 
acetate and indanthrene or simi- 
lar dyes on rayon which enables 
their application in fabrics sub- 
sequently cross dyed in the 
piece. Space dyeing is carried 
out either by coloring the yarn 
in skein form or printing it as 
a thread. 

Space Saponified Yarns 
Acetate yarns may be space 
saponified by treatment (in 
skein form) with a weak alka- 
line solution in a similar man- 
ner as in the space dyeing proc- 
ess. The action of alkaline 
liquid (caustic soda) partially 
removes the acetate, leaving 
regenerated cellulose as rayon. 

The space saponified yarns 
may be knit into a fabric and 
cross dyed to produce any de- 
sired two-tone effect since the 
saponified portion has an affin- 
ity to rayon colors only. The 
yarns require careful handling 
because of reduced strength of 
the saponified portions. 

Another possibility available 
with this material is creation of 
variable density fabric. By treat- 
ing with acetone, the acetate 
(unsaponified) portion of yarn 
is dissolved, leaving only the 
saponified component. Where 
removal of acetate occurred, 
the density of fabric will dimin- 
ish to produce a random all- 
over effect of considerable in- 
terest. 

Immunized Yarns — Almost 
any type of yarn may be chemi- 
cally processed, in this case 
immunized, against absorption 
of dyestuffs to which it nor- 
mally has a natural affinity. The 
yarn may either be left white or 
dyed to any shade prior to the 


immunizing treatment. Once 
dyed and immunized, the yarn 
will not absorb any other color. 

If a fo>riec containing immu- 


nized and regular yarn is piece 


dyed, immunized portion 
will not ‘ake the dyestuff and 
thus re its original color, 
while th- regular yarn will ab- 
sorb the dyestuff, producing a 


two-tone effect. Let us consider 
an actual example of such fab- 
ric: The yarn, 70 denier nylon, 
is dyed red and subsequently 
immunized. It is then warped 
along with regular 70 denier 
nylon, knit into a stripe pattern 
and finally piece dyed to a blue 
color. The resultant fabric will 
feature a red stripe on a blue 
ground. Because of the immu- 
nizing treatment, the red yarn 
will not absorb any of the blue 
dye. In this way one can pro- 
duce a 100 percent nylon multi- 
color fabric with a piece dyed 
ground. 

Coated Yarns—Almost any 
type of yarn may be coated with 
a thin plastic film either clear 
or colored. The purpose of coat- 
ing is to impart certain prop- 
erties necessary to meet the 
end-use requirements to which 
the fabric is ultimately put. 
Yarns are coated to make them 
waterproof, resistant to oil, 
grease, chemicals, fire, etc.(63). 
Coating is resorted to also for 
improving abrasion resistance 
and strength, for special deco- 
rative effects, etc. Plastic 
coatings are too stiff and heavy 
to be utilized in tricot. They do, 
however, find an occasional use 
in the Raschel field. In addition 
to plastic coating, yarns may 
also be metallized to gold, silver 
or any other desired shade (64). 

Latent Crimp Yarns — This 
applies to a particular variety 
of acetate yarn which develops 
a wool-like crimp after boiling 
water treatment (65). The yarn 


is used mainly for pile fabrics 
of the looped or napped type. 
Generally, however, the pile is 
raised through napping and 
then crimped by immersing the 
fabric in boiling water. Crimp 
acetate is used only for the pile 
component of the construction 
(on front bar), the ground 
being nylon or rayon. The re- 
sultant crimp is stable to laun- 
dering and dry cleaning. 

Pile fabrics and fleeces made 
of crimp acetate resemble in 
hand, warmth, appearance and 
bulk products made of wool. 
They have been utilized for 
coats, interlinings, boot and slip- 
per liners, etc. Only limited use 
has hitherto been made of 
crimped acetate in the warp 
knit field. 

A recent addition to the 
latent crimp class of yarns is 
Orlon Type 21-Sayelle (65A), 
which simulates the perform- 
ance of wool by the virtue of its 
excellent tactile and mechanical 
properties. Every filament of 
this material is composed of 
two parallel portions extruded 
and welded simultaneously dur- 
ing spinning. One portion has 
a higher swelling capacity than 
the other, which confers on the 
yarn unusual crimp and bulk 
characteristics. The bulk effect 
is developed by random spiral 
crimping of individual fibers in 
the yarn bundle. To release the 
latent potential to crimp and 
bulk in the yarn, the fabric is 
treated in boiling water for 15 
minutes and dried in relaxed 


form. The crimp thus produced 
is permanent and_ reversible. 
The latter implies, should the 
fabric be laundered or wetted 
out, that it will lose part of its 
crimp and elongate, but after 
tensionless drying the original 
crimp level is recovered, thus 
restoring the fabric to its origi- 
nal dimensions and loft. In this 
and other respects, Orlon Say- 
elle is quite similar to wool. 
Because the yarn is available in 
staple form only, its application 
is more likely to be in the Ra- 
schel rather than the tricot 
field. The yarn should offer 
many interesting possibilities in 
the area of medium and coarse 
gauge Raschel products suitable 
for outerwear. 

In all the above cases, yarn 
modification was accomplished 
on a chemical basis. Now, we 
shall proceed to a review of ma- 
terials modified on a mechanical 
basis. 

Abraded Yarns—These yarns 
are produced by cutting or 
abrading at intervals the indi- 
vidual filaments along the yarn 
strand (66). The abraded fila- 
ments create the appearance and 
hand of a staple material while 
retaining the advantages of fila- 
ment yarn. Manufacture of 
abraded yarns is quite simple. 
The strand of filaments is made 
to balloon while being wound 
onto a package and directed 
against a cutting or abrading 
attachment. The winding and 
cutting operations are set up to 
break every filament succes- 
sively in the yarn within 16 to 
20 inches of its length. In this 
way the yarn retains almost its 
original strength, since there are 
only one or two ruptured fila- 
ments at any given cross-section. 
Abraded yarns have not, as yet, 
found any wide application in 
warp knitting. 

Fancy Yarns—tThis classifica- 
tion embraces a multitude of 
materials designed primarily for 
introduction of novelty effects, 
textural interest, unusual color 
treatment or pattern motifs and 
types of ornamentatioh not nor- 
mally producible with ordinary 
yarns. Fancy yarns always fea- 
ture a certain pattern, repeating 
at regular or random intervals. 
In fact, any yarn deviating from 
uniformity in character, cross- 
section or color may be de- 
scribed as fancy. Thus, thick and

Highlighting Department A 
knits at M. Lowenstein & Sons, 
Inc. are two outstanding types 
of fabrics: laminates and printed 
knitted fleeces. Corroborating 
the much discussed fact that 
laminates are the biggest inno- 
vation to hit the knit market, 
Lowenstein is constantly exper- 
imenting with this process. Even 
woven fabrics have been lami- 
nated, but thus far knits show 
the most promise. 

Most prevalent are flat and 
textured cotton knits in both 
fine and coarse gauge and this 
resource provides a good sampl- 
ing of medium to coarse gauge 
fabric knitted in a half cardigan 
stitch. These fabrics, primarily 
for heavy outerwear such as 
women’s car coats and men’s 
jackets, come in solids and 
two-color checked and striped 
effects. 

Color combinations for the 
latter are gold, white, green and 
red with black. There is also a 
three-tone novelty design in the 


half cardigan stitch that is of- 
fered in pink and red, brown 
and beige and lilac and purple; 
all with white. Sample shades of 
solids in all stitch sizes include 
gold, orange, fuchsia, red, bright 
and olive green, a deep aqua, 
taupe, brown, black and white. 
The coarse gauge fabric comes 
laminated to foam alone or with 
an additional acetate tricot lin- 
ing. 

Roller printed designs consti- 
tute the latest achievement in 
high-pile fleece fabrics. Al- 
though Lowenstein is still ex- 
perimenting with the patterns, 
they nevertheless have a wide 
range of colorful designs to 
show. It is thought that printed 
fleece will be used in jackets 
either to make them reversible 
or simply to give them an at- 
tractive lining. Printed fleece is 
also projected for at home and 
sportswear in conjunction with 
a wide range of dyed-to-match 
solid fleece fabrics. 

High-pile fabric is available 
with a 100 percent Orlon face 
and 100 percent cotton back, or 
in blends of 55 percent Orlon, 
45 percent cotton or 50 percent 
Orlon, 50 percent cotton.

Other laminates are fine and 
medium cut flat knits. The latter 
are patterned in Norwegian, 
floral and abstract jacquards. 
Primary colors are aqua, green, 
gold and beige. Also in this 
grouping are two-color tweeds 
and geometrics in various color 
combinations including softly 
blending tones of red, gold and 
brown, aqua and beige and 
green and navy blue. 

Fine cut cotton knits lami- 
nated to foam include a novelty 
check combining lilac, cafe au 
lait or violet with white, many 
multi-color Norwegian type jac- 
quards and colorful geometrics. 

Advance patterns for lami- 
nated or unlaminated spring 
cotton knits are divided into flat 
and surface textured fabrics. 
The flat knits include abstract 
geometrics, florals, tie silk pat- 
terns, wallpaper prints, multi- 
color and multi-width stripes as 
well as more conservative in- 
terpretations. All of these de- 
signs will be made to coordinate 
with solids. Fabrics with surface 
interest include a large basket- 
weave, a Persian crystal print, 
multi-color and multi - width 
stripes and an ombre check.

Foam-Backed Fabric 


Bow In England 


MANCHESTER, England — 
A few months ago reports about 
the development of foam-backed 
fabrics in the U.S. began to 
ative in Britain and these were 
soon followed by samples of the 
fabrics themselves. The British 
knitting trade was immediately 


interested and during the past 
few weeks a great deal of work 
has been started in the laminat- | 
ing field. 

Now at least three companies 
are setting up laminating serv- 
ices, and one well-known knitter | 
in Lancashire is already pioneer- 
ing the market with the first 
British produced foam-backed 
fabrics. 

The fabrics themselves closely 
follow those developed in the 
U.S. At first difficulties were en- 
countered in obtaining supplies 
of the foam suitable for lami- 
nating. But now it has been 
generally decided that foams of 
the polyester type are the most 
suitable. So far such foams are 
not being offered by foam pro- 


ducers in lengths greater than | ~ 


60 yards, and knitters, hearing 
reports of the 320 yard or 
greater lengths available in the 
U.S., are hopeful that the day 
when such pieces are available 
in Britain is not far off. In fact, 


some such lengths have been | ae 


imported from the U.S., accord- 
ing to certain reports. 

The methods used for lami- 
nating the fabrics to foam vary. 
Work has been done using ad- 
hesives, and in fusing the foam 
to the fabric. Both methods have 
their advantages, it is felt. The 
fusing process, by which the 
foam is heated slightly and ap- 
plied to the fabric is considered 
to offer the best potential for 
fast methods. 

There are rumors about a | 
electrical fusing method being | 
developed which would give far 
greater precision control of the 
fusing process temperatures. 
There are advocates of the ad- 
hesive method, some people 
feeling that an adhesive could be 
produced that, in addition to 
attaching the foam to the fabric, 
would also contribute a water- 
proof lock to the foam. 

Although details of the proc- 
esses used by the firms already 
in the commission foam backing 
field are not generally released, 
it is known that both methods 
are being used. A subsidiary of 
the Calico Printer’s Association 
is in this field and already has 
several competitors. 

One of the first laminated | 
foam garments (the British 
trade is adopting the description | 
“Foambacks” to describe such 
fabrics) was recently shown to 
selected members of the trade | 
in London. |

For dress there is a three-piece 
ensemble consisting of a jewel 
neck, sleeveless overblouse; a 
sheath skirt with elasticized 
waistline and a Chanel-type 
jacket with contrast binding 
along front, neckline and three- 
warter sleeves. Quite casual is 
an Orion Sayelle cowl neck 
overblouse with hip and sleeve 
contrast stripe worn over Say- 
elle tapers that also have the 
elasticized waistband. 

Very important bulkies for 
the coming season are not omit- 
ted from this line, and high- 
lighted numbers include novelty 
stitches, novelty trims and un- 
usual color treatments. A looped 
poodle stitch provides the most 
unusual construction and de- 
tail, and appears as the solid 
color collar and cuffs on a car- 
digan, as the collar on a jacket 
and as a very large two-color 
cowl neckline on a novelty stitch 
tweed slip-on. A matching cap 
is also knitted in the tweed 
stitth and has a band of the 
looped poodle stitch. 

Novelty stitch bulkies include 
a hooded long-sleeved model 


neckline that ends in a large tie. 


knitted in a lacy open stitch 
(the hood has a stripe trimming), 
a links and links stitch slip-on 
whose boat neck is detailed with 
a contrasting stripe, and a links 
and links Tyrolean knit cardi- 
gan with silver buttons, three- 
quarter sleeves and no collar. 

Through a_ novelty stitch 
structure, an irridescent effect 
is created on a long-sleeved pull- 
over. This offsets the solid color, 
wide turtle neck. 


Color and design is used 
imaginatively on a long-sleeved 
cardigan with white and Tahoe 
blue blocks outlined in black. 
Blocks are again created through 
a basketweave stitch on a slip-on 
with fringed bottom. Boat neck 
and three-quarter sleeves are 
style details. 

Multi-color stripes of tropic 
berry, Tahoe blue and Granada 
green are offset by black divid- 
ing stripes in a links flat knit 
slip-on with a square neckline 
and three-quarter raglan sleeves. 

Scallops detail the neck, cuffs 
and lower edge of a cowl neck, 
three-quarter sleeve slip-on done 
in two colors. A solid color 
slipon knitted in a half cardi-

season will include skirts and 
pants for the first time for mix, 
match and contrast combina- 
tions with both its full-fashioned 
and cut-and-sewn sweaters. As 
usual, the new line is concen- 
trated on the junior misses mar- 
ket but the colors and _ styles 
are designed to appeal to women 
of any age who can wear these 
sizes. 

Company officials foresee a 
resurgence of the synthetics and 
plans are being formulated for 
introducing some of these yarns 
into Garland sweaters later in 
the season. This is also a depar- 
ture from former seasons but the 
firm will continue to offer its 
extensive variety of natural fibers 
in a new array of tones worked 
out by its affiliate, Bernat Yarn 
Company. 

Merino type fine count Aus- 
tralian wools have been used for 
the company’s Cuddledown line 
and lamb’s wool mixed with 


nylon and fur on a 75-10-15 
basis, has been widely used for 
the Dreamspun full-fashioned 
sweater group. There is a trend 
here away from Shetlands which 
are believed to have passed a 
peak, and angora has been dis- 
continued entirely.

Among the full-fashioned 
styles, there was a cardigan 
trimmed with eight, smooth fin- 
ish brass buttons. Lines worked 
into the fabric are used on the 
three-inch wide collar and as a 
trim, one inch and a quarter 
deep, which carry out the motif 
on two mock pockets set at a 
slash angle. Another full-fash- 
ioned selection was a shirt style 
with an imitation breast pocket 


trimmed with a ribbed tab and 
one button. This border is fin- 
ished with one-quarter inch of 
edging and five buttons and 
when the top two are worn open, 
the medium flare collar converts 
into a V. 

Also among these lamb and 
fur blend full-fashioned sweat- 
ers, there is a new high-styled 
cardigan with a mandarin effect. 
Eight brass buttons are set off 
center and extend from the left 
side of the crew neck down the 
front. A brass button is also used 
on the tab of the mock pocket 
set on the right breast. This style 
has a boxy waist and is particu- 
larly effective in the stone mist 
shade. 

The new necklace stitch is 
used on a 100 percent wool 
bulky with three-quarter sleeves. 
Fine gauge ribbing is used on the 
brief flared collar and the fabric 
consists of vertical panels con- 
sisting of twisted cable about 
one inch wide, one-half inch of 
chain or mesh stitch separation 
and one-half inch rows of the 
new necklace stitch. Models of 
this sweater are now made up in 
mocha but the same fabric pat- 
tern hus been duplicated in 
emerald green.

LONDON, England—Capac- 
ity for producing Acrilan at the 
Chemstrand plant in Coleraine, 
Northern Ireland, is to be in- 
creased by 50 per cent by mid- 
fall. The company will then be 
able to meet a total demand of 
15 million Ibs. a year. 
Engineering design work has 
also been started to take ca- 
pacity up to the 25 million |b. 
mark by the end of 1962. With 
this in view, Chemstrand is buy- 
ing another 98 acres of land. 
The company says this deci- 
son has been taken because of 
the increasing demand for Ac- 
lan in the textile industries, 
both in Britain and overseas. 
The Chemstrand Company in 
Britain is a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Chemstrand Cor- 
poration of New York, which is 
in turn owned by Monsanto 
Chemical Company of St. Louis. 
Courtaulds’ capacity for man- 
ufacturing Courtelle is now well 
above the 12 million Ib. a year 
mark, and is expected shortly to 
reach 22 million Ibs. Towards 


the end of 1960, Courtaulds 
announced another expansion 
plan designed to take capacity 
in Britain up to 32 million lbs.

Courtelle plant with an annual 
capacity of 10 million Ibs. is 
being built in France.

Warp Knitting 
Fundamentals

thin and space dyed yarns 
should be classed as fancies. It 
would be impossible within the 
scope of this article to discuss 
in detail the characteristics and 
mode of manufacture of the 
many fancies available from 
spinners or yarn producers. The 
reader is, therefore, referred to 
relevant literature on the subject 
where further information may 
be found (68). 


Plied Fancy Yarns 
Fancy yarns are made by ply- 


_ ing together materials of differ- 


ent thickness, luster, color, twist, 
affinity, shrinkage, etc. 


ning or doubling frames pro- 


| vided with attachments for vary- 


ing the twist and delivery rate 
of the yarn components (69). 
In this way, products featuring 
loops, knops, beads, flakes, 
slubs, curls, corkscrews and a 
host of other effects are formed 


(70). 


A certain class of fancy yarns 
is manufactured by assembling 
two or three components with- 
out varying the delivery rate or 
twist. One of the components, 
usually a continuous filament 
material, is plied with a spun 
yarn providing the fancy effect. 
A three-component yarn usually 
has a filament core thread to 
provide strength, a spun effect 
thread and a_ binder thread 
twisted around both to hold the 
yarn assembly together (71). 
Other fancy yarns are made on 
a weaving loom or even on a 
tricot machine. 


Chenille Yarns 


Chenille yarns belong to the 
first case. They are woven as a 
solid web and slit into indi- 
vidual threads right on the loom. 
Chenille is featured by hairy ap- 
pearance with fibers protruding 
radially from its core (72). At- 
tempts have been made to pro- 
duce chenille yarns and other 
novelty materials on a warp 
knitted basis (U.S. Pat. 2,541,- 
499 and 2,541,500). 

Fancy yarns of unusual na- 
ture have also been produced on 
a tricot machine. The yarns 
copyrighted under the name Zip- 
knit were first knit into a fabric 
of a suitable construction (U.S. 
Pat. 2,535,376) and _ subse- 


threads (U.S. Pat. 2,552,689) 
(73). | 

Limited use has hitherto beep 
made of the vast designing pos. 
sibilities offered by the use of 
fancy yarns. There are many of 
them in size and form compat. 
ible with warp knit cquipmen 
and techniques. They could be 
used with advantage in creating 
a host of novel effects. F 

The last group of modified 
yarns left to be discussed js 
perhaps potentially the mos 
important. This refers to mate. 
rials modified by the process of 
crimping, Textralizing, curling 
false twisting, etc., which pro. 
foundly alters their visual ap. 
pearance and physical proper. 
ties. As a result, the stretch, 
bulk, covering and moisture ab- 
sorptive powers of the yarn and 
fabric knit thereof are in ma- 


jority of cases considerably 
increased. In most of these 
processes the principal yam 


characteristics, viz. stretch and 
bulk, may be closely controlled. 
If the stretch proves to be ex- 
cessive and undesirable for the 
given end-use, the yarn may be 
stabilized to required de- 
gree by suitable after-treatment. 


Yarn Modification 
Almost any thermoplastic 
material, whether cellulosic 


(secondary or triacetate) of 
non-cellulosic (polyamide, poly- 
ester, acrylic, etc.), lends itself 
to conversion into bulk or 
stretch form. The thermoplastic 
nature of these materials makes 
it possible to set and maintain 
permanently their modified con- 
figuration. Successful attempts 
have been made to modify vis- 
cose rayon on both a chemical 
and mechanical basis (75), de- 
spite its non-thermoplastic chat- 
acter. 

Stretch and bulk yarns in fine 
deniers have been available on 
the market since several yeats, 
yet they failed to win a wide- 
spread acceptance in the walp 
knitting trade. Limited quantr 
ties of bulk yarn are consum 
in certain specialty applications 
like gimping in Raschel laces, 
but the poundage involved is 
insignificant when compared to 
the shipments of 15-40 demer 
nylon or 55 denier acetate. 

There are several factors 
contributing to this situation: 

1. Economy. Stretch and 

(Continued on Next Page) 
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pulk yarns are relatively very 
expensive. The processing adds 
15-175 per cent extra on top of 
the raw yarn price because of 
low yield of the equipment, 
large investment and fast obso- 
lescence rate involved. For ex- 
ample, on 70 denier Helanca 
nylon, the productivity per spin- 
die is seven pounds per 168- 
hour week (at 130,000 r.p.m.) 
(76). Frequently there is a 
royalty charge either for use of 
the processing technique or for 
the brand name borne by the 
yarn. 

The material suffers 15 per 
cent or more contraction in 
length after processing, which 
results in corresponding denier 
increase. The denier in this case 
is computed on the length of 
processed yarn tensioned to a 
point where the excess stretch 
has been removed. Thus, Taslan 
textured yarn of nominally 70 
denier will actually be about 80 
denier; however, the price of 
raw material applies to 70 den- 
ier, which from the standpoint 
of economy is unfavorable. 
Normally, 80 denier would be 
cheaper, since the heavier the 
denier the lower the price, but 
here we pay the price of 70 
denier yarn for 80 denier. 

The increased bulk and cov- 
ering power of modified yarns 
enable the knitter to make the 
fabric lighter, while still main- 
taining acceptable hand, opacity 
and cover. The high cost of 
modified yarns is partially offset 
by the reduced weight of fabrics 
made thereof. 


Problem of Regularity 

2. Irregularity. Despite great 
strides made in stretch and bulk 
yarn technology, the problem of 
producing them with consistent 
regularity has yet to be com- 
pletely solved. Even slight vari- 
ations in yarn elasticity or bulk 
will produce a streaky fabric, 
which wil! be further aggravated 
pon dyeing. Time and again 
tricot knitters attempted to uti- 
lize the stretch and bulk yarns 
only to be discouraged by un- 
acceptable fabric streakiness. 

3. Processing difficulties. 
Most of the stretch and bulk 
yarns present certain problems 
iN Warping, knitting and finish- 
Ing due to unbalanced twist, 
rough surface, protruding fila- 
Ments, cic. Particularly serious 
difficultics are experienced at 
the finish’ ng level of stretch fab- 
nics. Depcnding on the type of 


yarn and fabric construction, 
special finishing and handling 
techniques must be devised in 
order to preserve the elasticity 
and character of the goods. 

4. Weft knit competition. 
Circular knitting equipment is 
able to produce stretch or bulk 
fabric at a much lower cost 
than tricot. In order to knit a 
fabric of a given weight, the 
circular machine employing one 
system of yarns uses, for exam- 
ple, 70 denier yarn, while tricot 
requiring two sets of yarns (two 
bars) must use 40 denier mate- 
rial for comparable weight 
goods. Obviously, the price of 
70 denier yarn is lower than 


that of 40 denier by an appre- 


ciable margin. 
Knitting Cost 


Also, the cost of knitting the 
fabric on a circular basis is less | 
than on tricot due to the ab- | 
sence of warping and very high | 
unit productivity. Moreover, tu- | 


bular fabric is easier to dye and 
handle. 


There are, however, circum- | 


stances under which stretch or 
bulk tricot can 
compete against circular rivals. 
These are enumerated below. 
(a) If the fabric is to be 
wider than 48-52 


mum 32 inches in diameter, a 
168-inch long fine gauge needle 
bar of a tricot machine pro- 
duces much wider goods with 


lesser tendency to shrink on | 


finishing. 

(b) If the fabric is to have 
a specific percentage eclonga- 
tion, wale or course-wise. By 


suitable choice of the lapping | 


movement, it is entirely prac- 
tical to regulate the elongation 
to reasonably close limits, which 
is hardly, if at all, possible on 
circular constructions. 

(c) If the fabric is to be run- 
proof. The majority of two-bar 
tricot fabrics are to all practical 
purposes runproof, something 
that cannot be said about their 
circular counterparts. Weft knit 
garments when subjected to 
prolonged stress (e.g., stretch 
panties) are apt to run. 

(d) If the fabric is to have 
certain pattern or surface effect. 
Openwork and surface interest 
patterns are producible on tri- 
cot machines much easier than 
on circular units. The novel 
surface effects and textures ob- 
tained by combining stretch

weights. 

Stretch yarns found a ready 
application in manufacture of 
elastic panties made on Raschel 

machines. The fabric featured 
stretch yarn mesh ground with 
floral inlay superimposed on it. 

It would not be possible even 
to approach the appearance of 
such fabric on a circular ma- 
chine, although the Leavers 
lace loom could emulate the 
Raschel product, but only at an 
appreciably higher cost. This is 
a typical application where a 
warp knit article is the best and 
most economic proposition.
